Committee stalls withholding tax bill 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- A 
Democratic-dominated Assem­ 
bly committee has stalled a bill 
backed by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
imposing the withholding sys­ 
tem of income tax collection 
despite 
arguments 
it 
was 
needed to keep the state from 
“falling apart.” 
The Revenue and Taxation 
Committee postponed action on 
the bill Monday by Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, until other withholding 
legislation can be heard by the 
committee. 
Bagley accused the commit: 
tee 
of 
“ jousting 
with 
the 
governor” and holding “ the bill 
for ransom in order to achieve 
their own tax package.” 


He said withholding “ is a 
necessity or this state is going to 
fall apart.” 
But Assemblyman Joe Gon­ 
salves, D-La Mirada, commit­ 
tee chairman, said he did not 
want a withholding bill to move 
through the legislative process 
separately from a tax reform 
package. 


Bagley offered to have the 
withholding 
bill 
trail 
along 
behind a tax revision plan, but 
the committee still refused to 
act. 


Last year the situation was 
reversed when Reagan’s unsuc­ 
cessful 
tax 
shift 
proposal 
contained withholding and Ba­ 
gley, author of the plan, balked 


at approving a separate with­ 
holding bill. 
Bagley told the committee 
Monday he had made a mistake 
by not providing for withholding 
regardless of whether or not 
other tax reform measures were 
approved. 
Reagan’s tax bill died in the 
Senate last year, one vote short 
of passage. 
Gonsalves

Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van 
Nuys, have authored a massive

Bagley urged the committee

m er” than last year. 
The state now collects most 
income taxes in April. With­ 
holding would insure a more 
even flow of cash all year by 
collecting state income taxes 
from

paycheck. 
In 
August 
or 
September, 
Reagan said, the state will begin 
issuing depression-era warrants 
or revenue anticipation notes to 
pay some bills while there is a 


shortage of cash. 


It is too late for a withholding 
bill to take effect in time to 
eliminate the need for warrants 
this year. Bagley said the state 
Franchise Tax Board estimates 
withholding would have to be 


passed by Aug. 2 for the state 
and employers to implement it 
in January. 


Bagley’s withholding measure 
would use a one-time “ windfall” 
of $245 million to pump more 
money into higher education 
construction and purchase of 
coastline lands. The “ windfall” 
would come from overlapping 
tax payments during the first 
year of withholding.

The Board of Supervisors 
gave sanction Monday to 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
to apply for a federal grant 
to enable use of $58,875 in 
gas masks, armor vests, gas

equipment 
in 
controlling 
public disorders or for other 
emergencies. 
Sheriff Carpenter said the 
new equipment could be 
pre-positioned and would be 
state-owned so that it could 
be used by supplemental 
forces 
which 
might 
be 
called into the county in 
future 
Isla 
Vista-like 
disturbances. This county 
does not have the extra 
equipment 
needed 
by 
outside 
law 
enforcement 
forces which might lend 
their 
services 
here, 
he 
showed. 
At the same time, some 
supervisors questioned the 
sheriff's application some 
time ago — which has just 
come to light — for federal 
funding 
for 
acquisition, 
total 
maintenance, 
and 
operating costs for three 
law 
enforcem ent 
helicopters. 
Another federal funding 
project eyed by the sheriff, 
which 
didn't 
attract 


unfavorable 
comment, 
would set up a county-wide 
intelligence unit. 
“ Would these helicopters 
be for one year, or in 
p e r p e t u i t y ? ”

Supervisor George Clyde. 
Clyde remarked that once 
federal 
funding 
was 
withdrawn, 
the 
county 
would be faced with a large 
financial burden in keeping 
the helicopters running. 
Clyde added he had heard 
that two sheriff’s deputies 
were

course on how to operate 
helicopters. 
“ I can't see where three 
are 
needed 
here,” 
said 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie. 
“ It 
looks 
like 
somebody has had a wild 
dream.’’ 
The sheriff’s applications 
for 
federal 
aid 
on 
the 
intelligence unit formation 
and helicopters had gone in 
before 
the 
supervisors 
began 
tightening 
up 
procedures on such grant 
applications. 
From now on, the board 
will require its approval of 
departmental requests for 
federal aid, on the grounds 
that county funding is also 
needed and this must be 


controlled. 
It is estimated that the 25 
per cent county matching 
contribution for the state- 
owned, 
pre-positioned 
equipment to combat civil 
disorders 
and

situations would cost the 
county $14,419. Some, or all 
could be written off with the 
county furnishing storage 
f a c i i i t i e s 
and 
administrative functions.

Our design idea involves a 
simple frame, covered with 
fabric and attached to the 
outside wall of the house

The fabric walls are 
held taut by wooden battens 
slipped through casings, and 
the whole business can be 
easily dismantled. It works 
best if you have an outside 
corner to brace it, but it can 
be done on a flat outside 
wall.

vides more subtle highlights 
than, say, a blusher does. 
The best way to find the 
“right” make-up is trial and 
error. Gil thinks a woman 
s h o u l d 
be 
experiment- 
minded about her make-up, 
constantly trying new prod­ 
ucts for new effects. He also 
thinks she should go to a 
beauty specialist once every 
six months because, as fash­ 
ion changes, so does beauty 
and a woman should coordi­ 
nate her fashion and beauty 
looks. 


For under-eye dark spots 
or circles, Gil recommends 
using an erase stick, applied 
with a brush only to the dark 
areas. No more wholesale 
smearing of white highlight­ 
er under the entire eye area 
—that only makes for two 
white spots on the face. 


Face powder, applied light­ 
ly goes over the foundation. 
And for an eyebrow trick try 
eyelash 
adhesive 
on 
the 
brows to make them stand 
up straight. It acts like an 


eye opener, Gil tells us. 
Under the eye goes a trans­ 
parent cream highlighter. A 
cream shadow goes in the 
crease of the eyelid. Cover 
the shadow with a light dust­ 
ing powder, to keep it from 
smearing. Curl your lashes 
with an eyelash curler—this 
makes eyes look bigger. 


Eyeliner pencil goes inside 
the eyelid — and thè color 
should be subtle, not brash. 
Gil still believes in eyeliner 
—used judiciously. Instead of 
the closed lid technique used 
in the Cleopatra Eye era, try 
an open-eyed approach and 
just dab liner on the parts of 
the lid peeking through your 
eyelashes. This gives a soft, 
thin line. 


Some m ascara applied to 
the lashes, and your make­ 
up is done. Gil says a woman 
should be able to get her 
make-up time down to 10 or 
15 minutes once she’s found 
the proper products and the 
right technique to use.

Anwar Sadat setting up 
his own administration

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, who for nearly 20 
years stood modestly in the 
shadow of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, has in a sweeping 
purge all but dismantled the 
intricate power apparatus 
of 
his 
predecessor, 
according 
to 
an 
authoritative 
diplomatic 
assessment reaching here 
The 
apparatus 
which 
Nasser built up in the years 
of his rule determined life 
and death in Egypt for two 
decades. 
Little 
more 
than 
the 
memory 
of 
the 
leader 
remains. 
The 
image 
of 
Sadat as a leader m his own 
right, 
with 
new, 
independent 
ideas 
and 
policies, is assuming the 
dominant role. 
With the key members of 
the previous administration 
out of action and on the way 
to prison and public trial, 
Sadat has set the stage for a 
new era of domestic and 
international policies, the 


assessment said 
Sadat 
removed 
the 
exponents of the Nasser 
regime allegedly because of 
their 
unreliability 
and 
because they were plotting 
against him. 
The 
cleanout 
has 
concentrated largely on the 
administration, the police 
and 
the 
secret 
police, 
leaving the army out of the 
purge, apart from Defense 
Minister 
Gen 
Mohamed 
Fawzi. 
Whether 
this 
implies 
Sadat’s trust in the army or 
whether he feels it wiser to 
leave the pillar of 
real 
power in Egypt untouched, 
will 
show 
itself 
in 
the 
months to come. The army 
has stood by quietly during 
the purges. 
The key to Sadat’s success 
or failure ultimately lies 
with the army as the all- 
determining factor. 
More 
purges 
in 
lower 
echelons 
of 
the 
administration and police 
are 
anticipated. 
Even 


regional 
governors 
are 
expected to be carefully 
screened and at least some 
of them are to be replaced 
with Sadat men. 


Domestically the purge is 
labeled as one aiming at the 
liberalization of the country 
after 
years 
of 
virtual 
dictatorial and police rule. 


The international issue, 
centering 
on 
the 
Arab- 
I s r a e l i 
c o n f lic t , 
significantly 
has 
not 
figured, at least publicly to 
anv extent in the upheaval. 


Nor has the attitude of the 
Sadat regime toward Russia 
and 
the 
West 
been 
spotlighted in the purges to 
any significant degree. 


The 
Russians 
have 
become 
increasingly 
nervous, for fear that their 
close alignment with the 
Cairo 
regime 
may 
be 
underm ined 
by 
the

government’s structure and 
objectives.

OCEAN FISHING 
Even trom the most enthusiastic anglers, the word is that 
salmon fishing is very slow 
There are lots ot small tish 
being taken that are not even keepers with the occasional 
large ones few and far between. There is apparently plenty 
of food, but there it ends. And with the ever-present winds 
getting up earlv in the morning, the average sports 
fisherman has had a pretty thin time. 
Even the 
commercials, with a larger size limit, are feeling the pinch 
One boat was heard to say that they had five fish on. with 
not a keeper in the lot 
Harbor Associates who keep the official salmon tally, 
report that of the week ending Friday May 21 - 75 boats 
were launched and 166 salmon were accounted for. not too 
bad a record, considering conditions. 
Salmon fishing, which had been going good in the Santa 
Barbara and Oxnard area, has also fallen off 
Maybe the 
fish are returning this way. after having had a heavy 
working-over in the south. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Last week saw Lopez Creek and Laguna Lake planted 
with catchable trout 
Oceano got a stocking the previous 
week, and had a good turnout of anglers. Lopez Lake very 
slow, about the only fish caught have been taken by trollers, 
with a five pounder being the only one of any size being 
caught. The lake is still suffering from being bluestoned. A 
necessary evil, that, while it does not kill the fish if 
properly applied, appears to make them very logy, and not 
in a biting mood 
As the algae is destroyed, it floats 
around, until such time as it disintegrates, and at present 
the whole lake has a scum of algae on the surface making 
for a lot of mess on lines and reels. 
Bass fishing has been fair with some large ones being 
taken in the neighborhood of the swimming area. Also in 
the Wittenburg Arm of the lake. Lots of sun fish all over, 
especially at the entrance to Lopez Creek, where they 
appear to have taken over. However, maybe the blue gill 
addicts will help to keep the population down. 
We are 
afraid they are going to have to eat a powerful amount to 
make anv indent in the population of the little pests. 
Ocean Lagoon, which until the stocking of trout had been 
neglected, is producing some nice crappie as well as limits 
of trout. Best lures for these scrappy panfish is a yellow fly 
or a small lure with some yellow This color seems to be a 
favorite shade for the crappie, not only here, but all over. 
We used to fish for these fish in the San Diego Lakes years 
ago, and the lure had to have some yellow, or it was just an 
untouchable. 
Margarita Lake reports that while bass 
fishing has been slow, crappie are the main attraction with 
a few over two pounds being taken Catfsihing also fair to 
good 
Nacimiento Lake according to Art Price, Marina 
Manager, has had another week of generally good fishing. 
Bass fishermen are coming in regularly with limits of 
largemouths in the one to three pound range. Surface lures 
are being taken in the early mornings, worked slowly 
across the surface of the water. Plastic worms and jigs are 
also taking their toll of the bass. 
White bass fishing, which had eased up. is now red hot, 
with lots of limits being common. Chief complaint is that 
they are hard to keep off the hook long enough to catch 
crappie and largemouths. With a limit of five, they have to 
go back into the water! 
For some unknown reason, crappie fishing has fallen off. 
They still have to be located, but make up in size what they 
lack in quantity, with fish up to 2 l 2 pounds being caught. 
Catfishing holding up well. Whilst night hours are the best, 
many are being caught on night crawlers, clams, and grass 
shrimp in the daytime. 
Water tem peratures above 70 
degrees, with air in the 80 s. 
Trout fishermen who are contemplating going to 
Northern and Central California are advised to stay home 
for a few more weeks as the snowmelt has increased water 
levels on most streams. 
The Central section was not 
blessed with as much snow, but cold weather has been bad 
for most anglers. 
Feather River reports north fork above Almanojr and 
Hamilton Branch will remain closed until May 29 
Most 
waters are high Almanor is rising, and fishing has slowed 
down 
On the Sacramento (Red Bluff area», waters are 
high and snow melt runoff will continue as warm weather 
sets in. Few good prospects Kings River is said to be full 
and roily, but reservoirs below Pine Flats are the best bets. 
Probably the best trout fishing at this time is on the 
Eastern slope of the Sierras, with Crowley still a hot bet. 
Some local anglers did right well in this popular lake and 
they also spoke well of the Bridgeport area. Now that the 
opening day fervor has died down not too many anglers in 
the higher altitudes. The weather is distinctly on the chilly 
side 
HUNTING 
According to the DFG hunters can avoid delays in the 
issuance of 1971-72 hunting licenses by taking necessary 
action now to meet the new requirements of the hunter 
satety law 
As of June 1 it will be mandatory that all 
hunters, regardless of age to present proof of having 
previously held a state hunting license before purchasing a 
new one Otherwise it is necessary to have a hunter safety 
certificate issued in California or another state. A hunting 
license from another state will not be acceptable in 
applying for a California license. The best evidence is to 
produce your last year s license But if this has been lost or 
destroyed, a complete declaration form, made upon 
penalty of perjury that such was the case must be 
completed 
License agents will have these declarations, 
which must be witnessed by a notary public. The DFG 
suggests that if one has not previously held a hunting 
license, arrangements should be made to take the safety 
training course One will then get a certificate, which must 
be presented with the license application and a dollar to 
take care of expenses of the training course. 
GENERAL NOTES 
The commercial anchovy fishing season closed May 15 
with landings totaling an estimated 80,600 tons. 
The 
traditional full 
moon closing, 
self imposed by the 
fishermen, coming at a time when landings were averaging 
600 to 800 tons daily was lifted at the end of the week the 
season closed 
Anchovy fishermen had asked the Fish and Game 
Commission to extend the season until May 31. However, 
the request was turned down on advice from the DFG 
arguing that an extension could interfere with party boats 
fishing in the same waters. 


Murtaugh's baseball future in doubt 
Pirate manager in hospital 


PITTSBURGH 
(UPI)—For at least the 
sixth time in seven years, 
manager Danny Murtaugh 
of the Pittsburgh Pirates 
must decide whether the 
delicate health of his heart 
can stand the strain of big 
league pressure. 
Murtaugh, 53, troubled by 
heart disease for the better 
part of 10 years, Monday 
checked out of one hospital 
and into another. 
He left Christ Hospital in 
Cincinnati, where he had 
been under treatm ent since 
Thursday for pains in the 
chest and arms, and entered 
Presbyterian 
University 
Hospital 
here, 
for 
more 
tests from the physicians 
who have been treating his 
heart condition all along. 


Murtaugh 
said 
Sunday 
night he felt “pretty good." 
But 
he 
said 
he'd 
be 
“disobeying 
his 
doctors 
orders' 
to 
discuss 
his 
baseball future. While Mur­ 
taugh rests in the hospital. 
Bill Virdon. the Pirates' 
batting coach, is running the 
team, as he did twice in the 
last two years. 
The decision Murtaugh is 
making now would be the 
sixth he’s had to make since 
1964. That year, he resigned 
as manager and entered the 
Pirate front office. 
He agreed to return as 
manager 
on 
an 
interim 
basis in July, 1967, when 
Harry Walker was fired by 
the Pirates. But he decided 
to go back to front office 
work the next season. 


In 
1970, 
M urtaugh's 
doctors pronounced him fit 
to 
manage 
again. 
The 
Pirates won the Eastern 
Division championship of 
the 
National 
Baseball 
League in a grueling three- 
way 
race. 
M urtaughs 
managing won him his third 
“ Manager of the Year" 
award. In closing stages of 
the 
season, 
M urtaugh 
appeared tired and worn. He 
took frequent long naps. 
When the season ended, 
Murtaugh consulted with his 
doctors, his family and his 
conscience before deciding 
to return. 
Again Murtaugh s team is 
in the midst of a close 
pennant race. And again 
Murtaugh s heart is feeling 
the strain.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I don’t 
know what your opinion is on 
taking vitamins. Several doc­ 
tors have told me no, but I 
started taking Vitamin B- 
complex with iron and liver. 
Before the vitamins, I had 
terrible headaches, cramps 
before and after periods, de­ 
pression, head and body itch­ 
ing, I was tired all the time, 
crabby and lifeless. After I 
started taking vitamin pills. 
I didn’t have any of these 
problems and have a lot 
more zip. I am not saying 
this is the right vitamin for 
everybody, but aren’t vita­ 
mins really good for some 
people? I am only 37 and 
they have helped me a lot. 
Dear Reader — I am not 
opposed to vitamins, clearly 
they may even be life-saving 
in 
individuals 
who 
need 
them. Many people died of 
scurvy before Vitamin С was 
discovered. This was a real 
health hazard in military 
campaigns and for sailors. A 
deficiency of thiamine (Vita­ 
min В-complex group) can 
cause a large number of dis­ 
turbances in the body, in­ 
cluding heart failure in some 
people. Vitamin deficiencies 
can also cause liver disease. 
Within reasonable limits, 
the amount of extra vitamins 
one might get from taking 
vitamin tablets will not cause 
any harm. The two vitamins 
which can accumulate and 
cause illness if taken in ex­ 
cessively large doses, are 
Vitamins A and D. 
Considering frequency of 
an inadequate diet, vitamin 
supplements 
are 
probably 
helpful 
for 
many 
people. 
Theoretically, one shouldn’t 
need to take vitamins in ad­ 
dition to an adeauate diet. 
Since 
people 
o f t e n eat 
starches, greasy foods and 
sugars without enough of a 
variety of fresh vegetables 
and fruit in their diet, it is 
possible to develop vitamin 
deficiencies. 
Some older people, particu­ 
larly those who live alone, 
are apt to have deficient 
diets. 1 know a lot of money 
is wasted on excess vitamins 
which theoretically shouldn’t 
be necessary, but in fact, 
often are. Finally, I can’t 
criticize success; if vitamins 
have done that much for you, 
go ahead. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Would it 
hurt my father (age 58) if he 
takes Vitamin E and B-com- 
plex with liver and iron, 
along with nerve pills, high 
blood pressure pills, and Buf- 
ferin for arthritis? He drinks 
S 
uite a bit on Saturdays. I 
on’t think he is drunk, it is 
probably the effect of nerve 
pills and beer and whisky 
combined What if he also 
takes Vitamin C, along with 
E and В-complex? I worry 
about him. 
Dear Reader — I can’t say 
as I blame you for worrying 
about your father. The vita­ 
min pills are probably the 
least of his difficulties. Alco­ 
hol and certain “nerve pills” 
do not mix well. I don’t know 
what kind of medicine he is 
taking, but it seems to me 
that this should be discussed 
with your doctor. I have in 
mind the interaction which 
occurs between two drugs. 
Many famous person who 
has taken sleeping pills and 
alcohol has not lived to talk 
about it. 


In a half-way adequate 
diet, there is usually suffici­ 
ent Vitamin E since it is 
abundant in many food sub­ 
stances 1 prefer that people 
do not drink too much alco­ 
hol. but for those who do, 
Vitamin B-complex may be 
pielpful.

Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray, in a report on a 
recent trip to Washington, D C. in support of gaining the 
space shuttle program for California, hinted strongly 
that members of the California congressional delegation 
are quite uninformed, disorganized and not really 
entirely sold on the program. 
The impressions gained by the assemblyman only 
point out how much effort is needed if California is to 
succeed in gaining this highly important space program. 
This is not to say that much has not been 
accomplished. Any observer of the scene can point with 
pride to the work of the local California Committee for 
the Space Shuttle composed of representatives of our 
community and Santa Maria and now joined by Kern 
County supporters. 
However, it appears that procrastination is the modus 
operandi of the top political muscle in regards to 
promotion of the program. This is not to say that persons 
such as our governor, lieutenant governor and U.S. 
Senator Alan Cranston have not said publcly that they

support the program. But to declare support is one thing. 
To do something about the matter, is another. Actions 
speak louder than words. 
To be optimistic about the matter, however, it is 
apparent that the State Chamber of Commerce is looking 
with-great hope for the space shuttle program. This is 
the tvpe of support that is desperately needed in light of 
the procrastination by the high political muscle. 
A great deal needs to be done in a short time. To this 
date, no promotional program is even funded. The 
California congressional committee, our own state's 
congressmen, need to be fully educated on the benefits of 
such a program to the state. This educational course will 
not come cheap. Without the 100 per cent support of the 
congressional delegation, the job will be nigh impossible. 
It is time to put the pressure on, but good. It is our 
hope that this pressure will come from our own 
representatives who have .done such an outstanding job 
to date and from the California State Chamber' of 
Commerce. 


All year school functions 


Saturday 
school figures from 
northern Santa Barbara County 
attended a one-day seminar in Santa 
Maria on the all-year school, or as 
it's more officially called, the 
continuous year program. 
Pat 
Page, 
re­ 
search director for 
Valley View School 
D is trict, 
near 
Lockport, 
111., 
explained some of 
the ingredients that 
went 
into 
his 
district's successful 
use of the all year 
program He made 
it sound exciting. 
And from his state­ 
ments it 
sounded 
successful. 
First of ail Valley View had a 
couple of things going for it. The 
district has about 10,000 students at 
the moment and experts predict it 
will have about 25,000 by 1980. Page 
said the decision to go ail year came 
after the school board realized that 
the 
existing 
complement 
of 
buildings 
would not cope with 
enrollment that was growing at the 
rate of 100 new students a week. 
Secondly the district is a big one 
and yet is compact. I can see that 
buses for example must always be 
filled. 
The big surprise was the apparent 
public 
acceptance 
of 
the 
new 
program. Valley View uses a 45-15 
program 
which 
means 
that 
a 
student goes to school 45 days, then 
is on vacation for 15 days and then 
back to school for 45 days. 
To 
begin 
with, 
the 
district 


population 
was 
split 
into 
four 
segments. Three of the groups are 
always in school and the fourth is on 
vacation. At the outset, the start of 
the school year was staggered, with 
quarter segments of the students 
coming in for their first of the 45- 
day school periods every 15 days. 
the district is the only one in the 
nation to make a full-scale all year 
program work Page admitted that 
the program won't save money or 
cut the tax rate, but would save 
money for fast-growing districts. In 
other 
words, 
a 
district 
can 
accommodate a larger population in 
the same complement of buildings 
because of the greater use of 
facilities. 
Some highlights stick in my mind. 
It was obvious that the school board 
had gone to elaborate lengths to 
inform 
the 
public. 
They 
sent 
trustees and staff members to meet 
with any group of 10 parents; they 
advertised in bulletins and through 
the media; they expounded details 
of the program everywhere. 
The result at the outset was a 
sympathetic public and sometimes 
unexpected support from official 
groups such as the chamber of 
commerce, and industry. 
Page said the program includes 
provision for hardship cases such as 
the need of a parent to have his 
children in school on a different 
time sequence than the rest of the 
children 
in 
the 
immediate 
neighborhood. There must be a 
break-even 
point 
at 
which the 
district 
would 
be 
unable 
to 
accommodate such requests, but 
Page didn’t mention it.

Two weeks later, he received a 
reply from the efficient District 
Attorney's 
office: 
“ I 
have 
forwarded your letter to the (Police 
Department's) Civilian Complaint 
Review Board for such action as 
they deem appropriate. ’ ’ 
Eight weeks later, the young man 
wrote again, this time to Mr. 
P a t r ic k 
Murphy, 
P o lic e 
Commissioner of the City of New 
York, asking whether action had 
been taken by the Police Complaint 
Board. 
Today. 17 weeks later, he has 
heard — nothing. 
Several years ago, I joined with 
the overwhelming majority of the 
citizens of New York in resisting a 
civilian - dominated review board, 
largely because its formation had 
political overtones. Among those 
who conceived and backed it were 
those who sought out means of 
harassing 
the 
police 
in 
the 
performance of their duties, in 
order to curry favor with minority 
and civil rights militants. 
It was not merely a New York 
issue, but an issue in Los Angeles, in 
Philadalphia. 
and 
elsewhere. 
Strangely, 
it 
died 
completely; 
notwithstanding 
dire 
predictions 
from Mayor Lindsay and others that 
the end of the world would come if 
the civilian review board were 
abolished 
It was during that silly season that 


the 
bacxers ot 
the old 
board 
discovered a “ secret clause," the 
activation of which would result if 
the 
c i v ilia n 
board 
were 
extinguished. That clause — the 
critics warned — would, if invoked, 
totally remove the activities of the 
police 
from 
any 
possibility 
of 
censure by an aggrieved citizen. 
Well, the end of the world has not 
come. 
Although 
it 
did 
come, 
unexpectedly, 
and 
rather 
humiliatingly — who wants to die 
finally in the station waiting room of 
the Long Island Railroad, though the 


odds are considerable that any 
regular patron of that line will do so 
— for Mr. Eugene Friedman, whose 
widow, sitting at the other end of a 
local telephone call, heard nothing 
for seven hours \z prologue to the 17 
weeks during which their son has 
heard nothing from a department 
that earnestly promised the voters 
to 
be responsive to legitimate 
complaints from the citizens who 
abolished the civilian review board. 
What can the Police Board be 
waiting for? Public pressure. 


Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Dissention 


Some 
county 
supervisors 
are 
expressing concern privately at the 
dissention that is surfacing more 
and more on the nine-man County 
Planning Commission. 
Also, they are worried about the 
increasing amount of flak being 
fired at the commission these days 
by citizens’ groups irate because 
they feel the commission has been 
less than responsive to them. 
Many 
citizens’ 
organization 
representatives are even saying that 
the Board of Supervisors is showing 
itself much more responsive on a 
number of controversial matters 
than the planning commission has 
been. 
The 
sniping 
against 
the 
commission 
has come 
from a 
number of quarters. The Goleta 
Valley Planning Group is merely 
one of them. The Preserve Lompoc 
Unique 
Surroundings 
(PLUS) 
organization — small but very vocal 
— gave Dr. 
M.V. 
Duncan, of 
Lompoc, dean of the commission, a 
verbal going-over several weeks ago 
for his stand favoring a $7.5 million 
freeway over scenic Harris Grade 
on 
State 
Rt. 
1. 
The 
Lompoc 
delegation — along with others — 
claims no freeway is needed there, 
with U.S. 101 and the highway from 
Lompoc to Vandenberg AFB and 
beyond quite sufficient to carry 
traffic to Santa Maria. 
Commission chairman Robert C. 
Lilley, of Lompoc, has a heavy hand 
with the gavel in running the 
meetings, some critics charge. But 
others stress that Lilley more and 
more is endeavoring to make sure 
all sides of a question are thoroughly 
explored before action is taken. 


Certainly, 
spokesmen 
for 
environmental groups are being 
listened to more these days than 
they were, say a year ago by the 
commission. 
That is because many of the 
stands taken by conservationists 
before the commission and the 
Board of Supervisors are now seen 
to have the weight of substantial 
public opinion behind them. 
Some commissioners still smirk 
at statements made by ecology- 
minded persons, and vote against 
conservation positions seemingly 
without regard for the wider public 
view, it seems to many. But this is 
not true of the majority on the 
commission any more. 
It is significant that the Board of 
Supervisors will get a verbatim, 
blow-by-blow report of the hectic 
meeting of the commission May 5. 
This meeting featured a verbal 
broadside by one commissioner 
against others over a motion made 
to file the Goleta Valley Citizens 
General Plan Advisory Committee 
recommendations, rather than act 
on them. 
The commission, by a bare 5-3 
vote, barely saved the citizens' 
recommendations 
from 
being 
virtually buried, although it has 
been said the advisory group's 
findings represented the thinking of 
a majority of Goleta Valley citizens. 
The 
Northwest Goleta Valley 
Homeowners Assn. was less than 
happy with commission action to 
open the door to large motorized 
recreation vehicle complexes. The 
supervisors have shut the door for 
the time being.
